lined the Agency’s position vis-a-vis assistance 
rendered to other federal, state and local govern- 
ment departments and components* In essence the 
Notice set forth a reporting system whereby each 
Operating Official was obliged to report to his 
Deputy Director all such assistance or arrangements 
so that any activity which might be considered 
illegal, questionable or cause embarrassment to the 
Agoncy would be avoided.
